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ACCORDING TO GA PRESIDENT MOJSOV'S (YUGOSLAVIA) AIDE, 

MOJSOV IS TELLING KEY THIRD WORLD LEADERS IN UN THAT DECISION 
SO IMPORTANT TO THE UN AS HOLDING 1978 GA IN MANILA CANNOT 
BE TAKEN BY A SIMPLE VOTE AND MUST BE ON BASIS OF CONSENSUS. 
REPORTEDLY MOJSOV AND SYG WALDHEIM SPELLED OUT TO GEN

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PALESTINE." INDIANS INFORMED USDEL THEIR TENTATIVE 
AGREEMENT TO THE MAIN DRAFT IS CONTINGENT ON INSERTION 
TO THE EFFECT THAT THE EXISTING STAFF OF THE COMMITTEE 
SHOULD BE STRENGTHENED TO ACCOMMODATE THE PROPOSED 
SPECIAL UNIT ON PALESTINIAN RIGHTS. USDEL HAS CONTINUED

SC IS SCHEDULED TO MEET ON NOV. 30 TO RENEW MANDATE OF

ANOTHER SIX MONTHS. UN SECRETARIAT OFFICIAL GLEISSNER SAID 
SYRIA GAVE ITS CONSENT TO THE RENEWAL AND REQUESTED 
THAT THE SAME PROCEDURE BE FOLLOWED AS THAT OF 
THE 7TH RENEWAL OF MAY 26, 1977. THIS PROCEDURE INCLUDES 
A BRIEF STATEMENT BY PRESIDENT OF SC WHICH WILL FOLLOW

SUBMITTED TO THEM PROPOSED US DRAFT RESOLUTION ON OVERVIEW. US 

HOPED FOR SUPPORT AND COSPONSORSHIP OF AS MAY DELEGATIONS REPRESENTED 

AS POSSIBLE; US DRAFT REPRESENTED EFFORT AT INCORPORATING 

THEIR VIEWS, PARTICULARLY ON ROLE OF ECOSOC. EC-9 

WERE PREPARED WITH THEIR OWN DRAFT, WHICH INCLUDED ONLY 

VERY INDIRECT REFERENCE TO A RESTRICTED BODY. NETHERLANDS
